REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish 
brush  and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  for- 
est protection  in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions  nearly 
equalling  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great  losses  were 
suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  England,  fire  damage 
and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratifying  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we 
can  hope-  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us 
remember  that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all  fires  are  caused 
by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these  man-caused  fires  are 
preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than 
for  many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists 
who  use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous  than  ever 
before.  We  must  therefore  be  ready  for  fires  which  might 
occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by  everyone  is  the  great- 
est need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will 
help,  as  follows: 
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(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden, 
before  kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground 

is  not  covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and 
tobacco  before  dropping  or  throwing  them 
down.   In  automobiles,  always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without, 
delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will  go 
far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation 
in  this  way  is  earnestly  solicited.

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Superintendent's  Annual  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  South  Hampton: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second  report  as 
-Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  major  problem  facing  all  of  us  today  is  finding 
the  money  to  give  our  children  the  type  of  education  they 
deserve.  All  phases  of  education  are  costing  more  money 
and  there  seems  little  chance  of  a  recession.  Studies  show 
that  our  elementary  schools  will  have  a  large  increase  in 
enrollment  during  the  next  8-10  years  and  we  will  feel 
this  in  the  High  Schools  until  1960.  It  is  hoped  that  some 
form  of  State  or  Federal  legislation  will  aid  this  situation 
financially  in  the  near  future.  This  item  needs  your  active 
support  so  that  the  property  tax  will  not  continue  to  carry 
such  a  heavy  burden. 

Guidance 

No  school  can  have  an  efi'icient  instructional  program 
without  knowing  what  it  is  accomplishing.  It  must  know 
what  is  happening  to  boys  and  girls  as  well  as  what  it  is 
teaching  them.  The  children  in  your  schools  are  being  giv- 
en new  type  intelligence  tests  this  year  that  measure  both 
verbal  and  non-verbal.  These  tests  will  tell  what  a  child 
is  thinking  as  well  as  doing.  Parents  are  urged  to  consult 
with  teachers  concerning  their  child's  school  progress. 

The  tests  are  being  corrected  and  processed  in  the 
Superintendent's  Office  thus  saving  much  valuable  teacher 
time.  Standardized  Achievement  tests  will  be  given  next 
year. 
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Repairs 

The  trustees  of  the  Barnard  School  are  to  be  commend- 
ed for  the  fine  job  of  altering  the  school  during  the  sum- 
mer. 

The  Barnard  School  now  has  modern  lavatories,  steam 
heating  system  and  running  water.  A  supply  closet  and  a 
rear  stairway  were  also  installed.  When  the  interior  re- 
ceives a  coat  of  paint,  the  repairs  will  be  complete.  A 
school  which  is  in  good  repair  has  a  favorable  effect,  not 
only  upon  the  community,  but  the  teachers  and  pupils  as 
well. 

Teachers 

South  Hampton  is  fortunate  in  retaining  a  veteran, 
teaching  staff  who  are  an  asset  to  any  town.  The  teachers 
aided  greatly  in  the  very  successful  operetta  "Molly,  Be 
Jolly"  and  the  upper  grades  continue  to  do  exceptionally 
fine  work  in  art.  More  progress  is  made  by  retaining  satis- 
factory teachers  than  can  be  made  with  continual  replace- 
ments. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
School  Board,  teachers,  pupils  and  citizens  of  the  commun- 
ity for  their  hearty  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

The  health  of  the  school  children  during  1947-1948 
was  unusually  good.   We  had  no  serious  epidemics. 

The  annual  health  examination  of  eyes,  ears,  teeth, 
throats  and  skin  was  made  during  the  early  part  of  the 
school  year.  This  examination  was  followed  up  with  home 
calls  for  the  correction  of  physical  defects,  and  any  other 
conditions  which  would  result  in  having  healthier  and  hap- 
pier children. 

The  usual  health  program  is  being  carried  on,  with 
frequent  visits  to  the  schools,  close  contact  with  parents, 
teachers  and  pupils. 

Our  greatest  need  is  dental  work.    It  is  impossible  to 
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secure  the  services  of  a  dentist  for  clinic  work.  This  condi- 
tion exists  all  through  the  State.  Therefore  I  ask  the  par- 
ents to  secure  their  own  family  dentist  and  get  their  chil- 
dren to  him  at  least  once  a  year. 

I  sincerely  thank  the  School  Board,  teachers,  parents, 
and  many  others  for  their  continued  fine  cooperation.
